What an important curtailment of racing income the abolishment of 
California racing means is significantly shown h.v the fact that in the course of the last winter’s racing at 
Oakland and Santa Anita. Sam Hildreth’s horses won for him the large total of $62,025. If there is to be 
no renewal of racing in California its place will. In some measure, lie taken by meetings in Mexico and 
Florida, but the monetary return to owners will lie Inconsiderable in comparison. 

Hildreth led all owners hv a big difference, but others did exceedingly well. F. A. Forsythe and It. L. 
Thomas laid the foundations that should make l!HJt) the banner year of their careers as turfmen. Barney 
Schreiber experienced some disapiKiintments. but on the whole his stable did very well. The Bedwcll. 
Walker. Chinn and Williams stables won amounts that the majority of owners would view enviously. The 
failure of Big Chief and Firestone to race to justifiable anticipations worked disastrously for the latter 
stable.

Lexington. Kv.. April 28. — Ideal weather condi- 
tions again prevailed here and served to tiring to 
the course the largest gathering of tile present meet 
ing. The racing was spirited and speculation ex 
eeeded that of former days. It is now almost a cer- 
tainty that the Kentucky Racing Association will 
not l>c called on to make good any deficit, as im- 
provement is noticeable daily lioth in point of at- 
tendance and speculation. After yesterday’s gloomy 
weather the return of sunshine was hailed with de- 
light. Especially was it gratifying to the manage- 
ment. 

Because of the deceptive track speculators did not 
fare so well. They pinned their faitli to starters 
with a penchant for soft going, hut the track here 
dries rapidly and it upset their calculations. Bad 
riding also contributed to some extent to the defeat 
of pnegildy the liest burst's . notably Jack Stn^v and 
E. T. Shipp. Both were piloted h.v V. Lovell, a 
recent find, developed in Cuba and on the Florida 
tracks. 

Another upset to shock the xvise students was the 
defeat of Dainty Dame by Crystal Maid. The latter 
was making her first start this season and was not 
considered in good enough condition to beat Dainty 
Dame, hut she did so decisively.
